The BCD has been forced to 
spend the first five months of 
this year just 
trying to raise 
enough money to stay in busi­ 
ness and hasn’t had the time or 
money to do very much to b et­ 
ter this community. This puts 
the 
organization and Hamlin 
at a big disadvantage. 
If each family would invest 
just one half of one percent 
of their annual income in the 
future of Hamlin our city would 
see an unlim ited growth. 


Like everyone else I guess I 
sometimes 
wonder about 
the 
actions of our state legislature. 
But the thing th at bothers me 
the m ost is when the people 
vote for a constitutional am end­ 
m ent and then the legislature 
fails to carry out the will of 
the people. On other m atters 
I can see w here it could be 
hard to know just what the 
people w ant but in situations 
like this it seems to be a flager- 
ent denial of the people’s wish­ 
es. 
A few sessions back it was 
the medical aid to the aged 
that the legislature passed but 
then just failed to provide any 
money for the program. This 
session it is the loan shark bill 
that

approved 
by 
the 
people last fall and now just 
seems to be lost in the senate 
after being passed in the house. 


Speaking of the legislature, 
our representatives, Leon T hur­ 
man, has announced his can- 
dicy for the job of speaker of 
the House for the next session. 
I don’t know a t this time w’ho 
or howr m any will run against 
him. but if anyone in this dis­ 
trict can help Leon in his bid 
it would be to the advantage 
of the w'hole district to do so.

acres of land. This park was 
this week purchased from Mrs. 
R. D. Moore by the City Coun­ 
cil. It lies just five blocks west 
of Central and a 90 foot street 
ffoes riffht up to the gate. this 
{dot of ground will be improv­ 
ed at once by private subscrip­ 
tion. Already Mayor Bledsoe 
has 
secured 
an 
astonishing 
sum for 
that purpose. It is 
planned to clear the grounds of 
all the underbrush by grubb­ 
ing 
and 
prunning the trees. 
The graceful willows on the 
water 
edge will be 
properly 
cleared and an attractive view 
will be gotten of the 
w ater 
from most of the park. Later, 
further development 
will be 
made in the way of a bath 
house, 
lawns, 
flowers, 
foun­ 
tains and pavillian. Hamlin’s 
new park will be a play ground 
for this section of the country. 
It will be the most ideal place 
for great ball games to 
be

neighboring 
towns. It will be the very place 
in which to hold an annual 
community fair.
